Apparently the question of where to build the new city hall 
lias developed all the characteristics of the proverbial ‘hot po­ 
tato’ for at a special meeting of the city council, called last night 
by Mayor Chas. H. Butler to approve the city owned lot at 
Center and Prairie such opposition developed that the alder­ 
men, on a motion by T. P. Rafferty, tabled the problem until 
the next meeting in hope that public sentiment against the 
site would cool off. 
Six of the seven aldermen present were apparently not in 
fhvor of the city owned lot if it is possible to secure a more 
suitable site at little, or no expense to the city. Alderman Red 
K irby however was emphatic in his declaration that he would 
vote for the site regardless of the evidence against the site and 
that is easy to understand—he lives only a couple of doors away 
from the proposed site. Alderman W. H. Simmons was not pres­ 
ent, having been «stricken by a heart attack and taken to the 
hospital yesterday noon. 
The Mayor, after listening to the virtually unanimous chorus 
of objections did an about face and declared that he would be 
in favor of any site that didn’t cost the city anything to secure.

Ten hours is a long 
time for anyone to sit at a telephone as a civic duty to find out 
w hat people do or do not w ant and we would endorse a move­ 
ment to present the lady with a medal for her devotion to the 
public welfare.
